His fall and death restored order and 
the dead man’s associate dropped his re- 
volver as well as his insolent language.

II was dominated thereby rendering him 
ridiculous In the eyes of the powerful 
bureaucracy aml weaken his influenza 
with the nation generally, which woulda 
redound to the advantage of the reac-

Philippe was well fitted for the role 
in this ignoble intrigue, for which—un- 
known to himself many assert, though 
others declare he was well paid for it— 
he had been selected. A big, brown- 
heardeq man, with piercing black eyes, 
handsome if somewhat sensuous fea- 
tures, and impressive manners, he well 
filled the popular conception of the mi- 
gician who can summon spirits from 
the vasty deep and bend the powers 
of darkness to his will. The unstable 
and timorous czar took to this strong, 
burly man who claimed such wondrvuus 
powers, just as the weak little * Svy 
at school attaches himself to some big 
hoy who can protect him. Perplexed 
by many counsellors and incapable of 
relying on his own judgment, he jumped 
at the chance of obtaining guidance 
from his predecessors and otherg of ihe 
mighty dead, which Phillippe offered 
him. It is said that after witnessing 
various displays of Philippe’s undoubicd 
hypnotic powers, the czar consented 
tc let Philippe hypnotize him several 
times on the pretense that it woud 
place the czar “en rapport’’ with tase 
spirits who wished to communicate with 
him. Thus he established a compicte 
ascendency over the weaker will of the 
ruler of all the Russians. 

It was not long before the unscrupu- 
lcus adventurer who had often been hard 
put to it to obtain a square meal, found 
himself fairly wallowing in luxuries, with 
a suite of rooms reserved for him in 
each of the czar’s palaces, and a staff 
of royal domestics to wait upon him. He 
had his own carriages and horses and 
was frequently driven about ‘in state 
under the protection of the imperial 
bodyguard. At the winter palace to 
St. Petersburg several sumptuous apart- 
ments were reserved for his private usé, 
Here the czar frequently visited him and 
him on family. and 
state - affairs. On these occasions tho 
ex-jail bird often went into trances uni 
gave utterance to messages which pur- 
ported to emanate from the spirits of 
former czars ang defunct Russian states- 
men. To such counse] Nicholas II at- 
tached far greater weight than he did 
to the advice of his alert ministers. Their 
influence over him was small compared 
with that exercised by the charlatan. 
The climax of his power was reached 
when he convinced the czar that he 
kad caused the ghost of Alexander Il 
to appear \at one of their seances. 


Feathered His Nest. 

Philippe was not the man to neglect 
such magnificent opportunities to feather 
his own nest. The czar loaded him down 
with costly presents. Meanwhile those 
who were in the plot busied themselves 
circulating reports of how the czar was 
being duped and his mighty authority 
degraded. To discredit him among tne 
ignorant peasaniry *t was statefi that 
he had been bewitched by a sorcerer, 
who was in league with the devil. 
Friends of the czar, on the other hand, 
exerted themselves to break the spell 
under which he had fallen and emanci- 
pate him from the control of the hypnot- 
ist. Through the secret police of France 
they obtained Philippe’s record in that 
country, and by inquiries similarly con- 
ducted learned of the various methods 
by which he had earned a livelihood in 
Russia. The report wag laid before the 
ezar. Soon afterwards Philippe returned 
to France. It was hoped that his sin- 
ister influence over the czar had been 
dispelled. But, after a few montns, he 


reappeared at the Russian court and was | 


received with every mark of former 
favor. How complete was his ascend- 
ancy was shown by the fact that a 
Russian police official who had been in- 
strumentaj in hunting up his Russian 
record was summarily dismissed. 

Just what caused Philippe to again re- 
turn.to France after he had received 
conclusive proof that the czars faith in 
him was st#ll unshaken is not known. 
But it is shrewdly surmised that it was 
due to threats that if he remained he 
would not long survive to enjoy his i)- 
gotten gains. He had accumulated money 
enough from his royal dupe to keep him 
in comfort for the rest of his days, and 
settled down near Lyons, where he pur- 
chased a country mansion and ived in 
fine st¥le. The ful] story of the extent

In this view of the case, doesn’t it seem 
a crime, for men to condemn, without 
proof, the motives of men, and {mpale on 
the finger of suspicion public officials, 
who are serving their state according to 
thet» view of sound public policy? 

Is it possible that we are growing in 
Georgia a. detected type of the New 
England Puritan, who imagine that Ged 
has given unto them the censorship cf 
the eonduct and tHought of their fellow 
man? 

The official, it is ¢o be assumed, has as 
much integrity as the citizen who elects 
him to office, and yet the views of each 
may be as wide apart as the north and 
south poles. Georgians, as a class, do 
not mistrust Georgians, whether In offi- 
ciai or private life. Honest men every~ 
where believe in the integrity of men 
they elect to office, until the proof of dis- 
honesty is presented. AVhen the citizen 
suspects the official of wrong-dding, on 
account of what appears to him a sus- 
picious circumstance, without supporting 
proof, that man merely advertises to 
the world what he himself might do under 
similar conditions. If a politiclan con- 
demns a man in public life as an enemy 
to the people without presenting the 
proof, he himself is the one who is 
unworthy of confidence.

For one I do not belleve this absurd 
and unsupported view! I do not believe 
that any honest man believes it! It is not 
true. It has not even the suggestion of 
truth! The picture that blackens Geor- 
Sia in the Philadelphia paper is wholly 
and brutally false! And yet; this picture 
was inspired by ‘these attacks on the 
official integrity of Georgia by a Georgia 
paper. 

Let Georgians think. 

In speaking of the character of the 
Georgian several days ago, J sald to a 
gentleman who was discussing with me 
the situation, that I regarded the Geor- 
gian as the safest type of the American. 
in that while courageous and determined, 
he could be trusted never to be swept 
from his moorings by inflammatory talk, 

Without suggesting any particular can- 
didate for governor—and I want to say 
that this article is not intended to benefit 
any particular candidate—it may now be 
written that no man will be elected to 
this or any office in this state who runs 
on a campaign that discredits Georgia 
and Georgia officials, executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial, for twenty-five years. 

A Great List of Governors. 

In governors we have had Gordon, the 
gallant; Colquitt, the true; Boyniton, a 
go00d man, gone to his reward; McDan- 
iel, now living in honored retirement; 
Northen, the Christian gentleman; Atkin- 
son, the loyal, who has been gathered to 
the fathers; Candler, the blunt and 
honest; and Terrell, the faithful official, 
and beloved gentleman, 

All these come within the slander 
limit. Will any Georgian deliberately say 
that either has been corrupt? Isn’t it 
right that some Georgian should demand 
that the guilty be named, and the charges 
specified? I make that demand in behalf 
of the integrity of my state, and in do- 
ing so I act without suggestion from any 
politician or official.

Millions of Dollars in Cuba Copper. 

The copper mines of Cpba have pro- 
duced millions in the past, and the pros- 
pect is that they will yield millions in 
the future. Copper is found in nearly 
every province, but the great copper 
province ig Santiago, which was long 
noted as having the richest ¢opper 
mines of the world. There were the 
famous El Cobre mines. These were the 
mines which lle in the moun- 
tains about !2 miles west of ° San- 
mountains about !2 miles west of San- 
tilago, and which are now again being 
worked by the Spanish-American Iron 
Company. El Cobre was opened up 
about 1530 as a crown possession of 
Spain. It wag worked by the Spanish 
government for 200 years and then aban- 
doned. A hundred years later an Eng- 
lish company with a capital] of $240,000 
reopened the mines, employing about 
2,000 men in their development. Shortly 
afterwards another company was form- 
ed to take possession, and the working 
was continued up until 1868. Between 
the years (8380 and_ 1868 these mines 
are said to have produced about $60,- 
000,000 worth of copper, which Is in ad- 
dition to the amount mined by the Span- 
ish government for 200 years. Between 
1851 and 1862 the ore exported from 
El Cobre wag valued at $16,000,000; and 
they were, as I have said, the richest 
copper mines of the world until the Cal- 
umet and Hecla mines of Lake Superior 
were discovered. 

Some of the best prospects among Cu- 
ban minerals are copper. This metal 
is found in nearly every province. Cop- 
per deposits have been worked in Pinar 
del Rio, in Havana and Matanzas. In 
Santa Clara valuable beds of this ore 
have been found near Ceinfugos and 
there are a number of mines in Puerta 
Principe. Some of the oldest copper 
mines of the latter province are now 
in the hands of Pennsylvania parties. 

Bought by Americans, 

When E] Cobre was at its best a rail- 
road was built to convey the Ore from 
the mines to Santiago bay. This was 
owned by @ Spanish corporation, and it 
charged such exorbitant freight rates 
that the mining company had to shut 
down. Then revolutions broke out, and 
the machinery and buildings were de- 
stroyed, the railroad was wrecked and 


.the mines became so flooded that it was 


not possible to inspect them. This was 
their condition at the close of our war 
with Spain. At that time American cap- 
italists bought out the titles of the old 
company. They have since pumped much 
of the water from the. mines are are 
gradually taking out the oré.

Cuban Copper Miners. 


|} and their lowest tunnels are 900 feet be- 
| low the level of the sea.. So far only 
| 600 feet has been pumped out, the pumps

are already several hundred thousand 
tons of ore in sight. The synaicate be- 
gan work last fall and made its first 
Shipment of ore last November. It has 
lready taken out almost a hundred tnou- 
sand tons, and the mines now have an 
output of about 10,000 tons a month. 


A Visit to El Cobre. 

It was in company with Mr. Jennings 
| 8. Cox, the manager- of the Spanish- 
American lron Company, that I visited 
these mines and the smelter connected 
with them. The smelter is just across 
the bay from Santiago. We rode over 
in a steam launch belonging to the com- 
pany, and, landing at the wharves, walk- 
ed by great piles of coke and lime- 
stone to the works. The coke is {m- 
ported from the United States and tine 
limestone from interior Cuba. The 
smelting works cover several] acres, ris- 
fng almost straight up from the water. 
They are of the most modern make, 
| furnishing all the processes needed for 
turning the different grades of ore into 
| the copper, which is shipped from here 
to the refineries of the United States. 
Most of the ore is of a low grade. 
When mixed with the rock it is a green- 
| ish colored stone in which shape it is 
| brought to the smelters. The lowest 
grade ore is first crushed to a dust and 
| then flowed over moving tables, each 15 
feet wide and 20 feet long. rach table 
moves so that the copper sinks to the 
| bottom and finds’ its place on one side of 
the table, while the dirt and gravel 
moves on. The gravel is again crushed 
and washed until tue copper is about 
all out of it. Much of the ore is smet- 
ed, being mixed with limestone, coke and 
lorn oxide from Filleys island, Nova 
Scotia.

They claim, however, ‘that 
no attempt is to be made to bull the 
market, but that conditions sare such 
that prices will rise rapidly of their 
own merit. On every recessigh aggres- 
sive support has been found and prices 
worked up from around 10 .-4 cents 
to 1! cents, where they have held firmly 
for the last two days. The weather 
in Texas is still receiving considerable 
attention, and the failure to have needed 
rains in that section is causing uneasi- 
ness to the short iinterest. Temperatures 
are still reported very high in that 
state, and at present there is no indi- 
cation of genera] showers. In the east- 
ern portion of. tife belt the ccrop is re- 
ported as deteriorating om account of 
rust and shedding to a considerable ex- 
tent. Taken as a whole for the pres- 
ent, there is no justification for selling 
short, but, on the other hand,. should 
these conditions continue through the 
coming. week, there is no doubt but 
work considerably 
While the market is, to some 
extent, under the influence of weather 
conditions, at the same time the bull 
organization is composed of some of 
the strongest operators known to the 
trede, and they are ganguine ag to 


the outlook for higher prices, basing 
this belief on the general opinion that 
the coming crop will undoubtedly be 
short. For these reasons we believe 
cotton to be a purchase on all reces- 
sions, and it is probable that much 
higher prices will be seen ini the near 
future. 

STOCKS—The stock market has con- 
tinued strong and at ‘times buoyant 
throughout the week. Much attention 
has been given to the peace negotiations 
at Portsmouth, and variaus predictions 
have been made as to their outcome 
and the consequent effect upon stock 
prices. Until the last aay or two senti- 
ment in banking circles has been op- 
timistic as to the result of this con- 
ference, it being generally believed that 
the efforts of President Roosevelt would 
be successful. However, this sentiment 
was changed abruptly toward the end 
of the week on the refusal of the Rus- 


sian government to indicate a willing- 
ness to concede any indemnity or re- 
linquish the isle of Sakhalin. Russia 
will pay no ‘contributions in any shape 
or form. At this time it would seem 
this conference will be broken off ab- 
ruptly and that the war will continue. 
This cas caused an uneasiness on the 
part of many prominent operators and 
prices have been decidedly nervouss and 
somewhat weaker toward the close of 
the week. While the general undertone 
is undoubtedly strong on account of 
the splendid trade conditions, at the 
same time we think it would be .best 
to only purchase on a fair recession 
for the next few days.

ment except the retiring member, Hon. 
Gunby Jordan, not even Mr. Brown him- 
self, until the place was tendered him 
The law requires that one experienced 
railroad man, one business man and one 
lawyer shall form the commission. Mr. 
Brown was an experienced railroad man, 
who had his training in the management 
of the state road and who was in private 
life at the time of his appointment; Mr. 
Hill was a lawyer, whose character and 
ability is generally recognized by the peo- 
ple and his profession, and who has ev- 
er been a railroad attorney: Mr. Stevens 
was selected as a representative farmer. 

Where is the evidénse in these appoint- 
ments of railroad suggestion or domina- 
tion? 

Some Notable Appointments. 

Consider the judicial appointments cf 
the governor. He has given to the su- 
preme tench Hon. Henry G. Turner, Hon. 
Joseph R. Lamar, * Hon. Beverly D. 
Evans and Hon. J, H. Lumpkin. To the 
superior bench he has appointed such 
men as Hon. LL 8. Rean, Hon. H. G& 
Hammond, Hon. T. A Atkinson, ifon. 
R. W. Freeman, Hon. A. F. Daley, Hn. 
Moses Wright, Hon. G. T. Cann, Hon 
J. T. Pendleton and Hen W. A. Little. 

This lst represents men of eminent 
character in Georgia. Their names at- 
test that the present governor has never 
touched the bench without presenting to 
the people his own idea of incorruptibili_ 
ty. These appointments, made by him, 
have been indorsed by the bar, the press 
and the people. It would seem sacrilege 
in any man to attack them! 

Are these eminent Georgians the tools 
of railroads? 

But, says The Journal, he tendered a 
place on the supreme court to Judge Ham 
ilton McWhorter, and its candidate says 
that he would have burned his hang off 
before he would have voted for Joe Ter- 
rell had he known that he was going to 
do such a thing. Holy Moses! What a 
queer, sacrilegious valuation to put upon 
one’s hand! Has Judge McWhorter ever 
bribed or attempted to bribe anybady? 
If so, let them cite the proof. He is a 
railroad attorney, but has the legislatcre 
ever taken from him the right to vote 
and to hold office? He was elected judge 
by the representatives of the peuple when 
he was a railroad lawyer just as others 
who are now on the bench, and his record 
is a good one, No prostitution of the trust 
confided—no impeachment—he voluntarily 
retired. There {is nothing in these crit!- 
cisms except demagogy. I have no i[nt!- 
mate knowledge of Judge McWhorter’s 
methods, was never In a caucus with him 
in my life, but I believe his ethica] l{%e 
will compare favorably with that of the 
men who are thus assalling him. 


The governor ,in making the tender of 
this place to his life-long friend, was 
actuated by no other motive than to 
compliment one who held ‘his personal 
esteem. There wasn’t a railroad of- 
cla] in America that knew of the tender, 
and had the railroads suggested it Judge 
McWhorter would now be on the bench. 
They would have added $9,000 to his 
salary, in order to build up the judge's 
salary to the attorney, and put him there, 
when the opportunity presented, had they 
desired such service, and could have used 
him in this way. The fact that the place 
was declined, shows that the railroads 
did not suggest the tender, or that the 
judge could not be so used. It is a 
facf that the radlroads knew nothing of 
the governor's act, and I do not beleve 
that Judge McWhorter is the man that 
his enemies would have the people be- 
lieve him to be. 

Had Judge McWhorter accepted, the 
people would have had to pass on his 
appointment, in a general election, q few 
months thereafter. Is it contended that 
he could have controlled Judge Simmons, 
Judge Fish, Judge Cobb, Judge Lumpkin 
and Judge Candler? 

It has been said, that human life {s 
getting too cheap in Georgla. Human 
character is becoming alarmingly cheap, 
when men can assail, without proof, the 
good name of the highest officials in 
the state. 

As to Our Legialatures. 

The legislature in the last twenty-five 
years has given to Georgia a railroad 
commission law that has been gecepted as 
a model for other states. Georgia has 
enacted such stringent laws on corporate 
taxation that Governor LaFollette, the 
great anti-corporation statesman of Wis- 
consin, is now seeking to have placed 
upon the statute books of Wisconsin laws 
that have been of force in this state for 
twenty-five years. Georgia has gone far 
beyond what Governor LaFollette is now 
trying to do for Wisconsin. 


Our Caucasian Governor.

Lord Curzon’s Resignation. 
The career of 


especial interest to Americans be- 
cause that young British statesman 
married the daughter of a Chicago 
millionaire. The resignation by Cur- 
zon of his high office in India will, 
therefore, excite quite as much in- 
terest in the United States as in the 
United Kingdom. 

Lord Curzon has an imperious na- 
ture,and as viceroy of India was even 
more of an autocrat than the large 
powers of his office allowed. He en- 
joyed the _ barbaric pomp and pa- 
genatry of his rulership over the col- 
or-loving Orientals of that far realm 
of King Edward, and his rule was far 
from being wholly civil in its nature. 
From the days of Lord Clive, the 
greatest viceroy India ever had, the 
military affairs of the colony have 
been largely in the keeping of the 
viceregal authority at Calcutta, and 
the system has done much to make 
India weak from a standpoint of mil- 
itary defense. 

A few years ago when Lord Roberts 
was stationed in India he succeed- 
ed in slightly impressing the home 
government with the anomalousness 
of the military situation in the col- 
ony and. succeedéd@d in having the 
“Punjab Frontier.. Force,” which 
guards the northwestern frontier of 
India, taken from under the imme- 
diate supervision ot the viceroy and 
placed under the direct contro] of the 
military commander. This was the 
entering wedge, and Lord Kitchener, 
when he went to India to take com- 
mand of the colonial forces, was quick 
lo perceive the ‘necessity of reforms 
Almost immedi- 
ately the famous general came into 
conflict with the viceroy, who re- 
sented what he regarded as interfer- 
ence with his official prerogatives. 
Lord Kitchener formulated a pro- 
gramme of army reform looking to 
the better defense of India, but the 
home government was not quick to 
adopt his suggestions. 

Perhaps the famous “mission” to 
Tibet, still fresh in the memory of 
newspaper readers, had more to do 
with the final triumph of Kitchener’s 
plans than anything else. This inva- 
sion of the forbidden country beyond 
the Himalayas by a colonial force 
was in personal charge of a civil rep-

Kitchener succeeded in impressing 
the London authorities with the idea 
that the Indian frontier is in grave 
peril of successful sussian invasion 
whenever Russia desired to throw 
troops down into Afrighanistan forthe 
purpose. Lord Kitchener played upon| 
this fear and, at length, go bitter be- 
came the contest for power between 
himself and Curzon that it became a) 
matter of which one should go. The 
British government evidently con- 
cluded that it could better spare Cur-! 
zon than Kitchener, and, seeing he) 
had “lost out” with the king and | 
his ministers, the viceroy resigned. 

This leaves General Kitchener free 
to go ahead with his plans for fortify- 
ing the Indian frontier.

“If we forbid the operation of rail- 
roads in Georgia by foreign corpora- 
tions or non-resiident citizens, those for- 
eign corporations which own the rail- 
roads will be forced to sell them to, or 
lease them to, corporations organized in 
Georgia; and this course will effectually 
bring all railroads within the state into 
the hands of domestic corporations. No 
foreign corporation or non-resiaent should 
be allowed to operate railroads in Geor-

T’nder the new law which was fathered 
by Senator Bunn, an important change 
is made in the manner of regulating 
the business of assessment Hife insur- 
ance companies. These companies differ 
from the industrials in only. one im- 
portant particular, and that is in not 
being limited in the amount of insur- 
ance which they write upon the life of 
any ome person. The new law simply 
requires from assessment insurance com- 
panies a flat deposit of $20,000 as a 
guarantee fund for the protection of 
their policy holders. Under the old law, 
in addition to the $20,000 deposit, these 


$1,000 for every $1,0uu,000 of insurance 
written. The new law simply cuts off 
this additional deposit, the $20,000 be- 
ing regarded as sufficient for the pro- 
tection of those to whom insurance is 
issued. 

The Candler law makes an i[mpor- 
tant change which will prove of benefit 
not alone to insurance companies which 
are required to make deposits, but to 
counties and municipalities issuing bonds. 
Under the Candler law those insurance 
companies which are required to make 
deposits for the protection of their pol- 
icy holders, both flre and life. may de- 
pos:t valid county or municipal bonds 
in place of government or state bonds 
which were the only kinds allowed un- 
der the old law. It is expected that 
this law will give auued importance 
and strength to the bonds of Georgia 
counties and cities, as such deposits 
must ,of course, 

The fourth msurance law passed at 
the recent session simply makes a 
tail change in the manner of making 
insurance deposits. The old law pro- 


by Georgia should make the 
guarantee deposits with some trust com- 
pany to be approved by the comptroller 
general. The new law requires that 
these deposits shall be made on the 
same basis with those of other states, 
and making the treasurer the custodian 
of all insurance funds so deposited.

An increase in deaths over the past few 
days was recorded in the report of the 
past twenty-four hours, but was regarded 
as without significance, most of the 
deaths being among forebgn classes and 
two deaths having occurred yesterday too 
late to’ be included in the report of the 
day. During the elght days from August 
27 to September 3, 1878, the deaths to- 
taled 62!, indicating the virulency which 
the disease attained at this season, and 
the relative sum now is responsible for 
an increasingly buoyant feeling.

Heber Jones at Memphis the result of 
his investigation of the case of Mrs.

On a report 
of the marine hospital service to this 
effect, Jackson, Miss., and a number of 
other towns imposed quarantines against 
Memphis. The Memphis authorities are 
reported to have expressed indignation 
over the report, saying that the woman 
reached there July 28, with other Ital- 
fans; that they had been kept under ob- 
servation; that no sickness developed in 
the house she visited and that she left 
there two weeks ago, and must have coon- 
tracted the fever on her return here. Dr. 
White has from the woman the certifi- 
cate issued to her by Dr. Jones on Aug- 
ust 14 to the effect that she had been in 
no infected point for thirty days days, 
having resided with Mrs. Vincent Gueri- 
co in Memphis, at 249 North Fourth 
street, for the 30 days preceding August 
i. She left Memphis August 15, reached 
New Orleans at noon on the /6th, was 
taken ill on the !7th and called a physi- 
clan on the /9th. Her case was diag- 
nosed as yellow fever. Mrs. Guerico is 
still ill, but convalescent. It was on 
the basis of the fact that she became ill 
so soon after arriving here from Mem- 
phis that Dr. White called the attention 
of the surgeon general to the case. Ac- 
cording to her statement, she has not 
been in the infected district.

St. Petersburg, August 27, 2:34 a. m.— 
The curtain has been rung down on the 
St. Petersburg stage and the center of 
interest in the peace negotiations between 
Rigsia and Japan has been transferred 
ta Portsmouth. Bmperor Nicholas, after 
carefully weighing the consequences of 
his act, has said his last word. Russia 
will make no financial! contribution to pay 
Japan in any form whatever, and un- 
less Japan accedes Presidnt Roose- 
velt's efforts to effect a compromise be- 
tween Russia and Japan, his efforts will 
have proved unavailing 

Mr. Meyer, the American ambassador, 
yesterday informed President Roosevelt 
of Russia’s ultimatum. She agrees to 
cede haif of the island of Sakhalin and 
to pay Japan for the maintenance of 
_prisoners or war, but nothing more, Rus- 
sia declares that she haa met Japan more 
than ‘half way, and has proved to the 
world the sincerity of her desire for 
peace, but that she had rather fight than 
pay an indemnity. On this point Russia 
has not changed her opinion one aur's 
breadth. 

Saturday morning Mr. Meyer received 
his latest communication from President 
Roosevelt, and as @ result called on For- 
‘eigen Minister Lamsdorff later in the 
day. 

What final proposal was containe@ in 
President Roosevelt's communication it 
was impossible to learn accurately, but 
there is reason to believe it suggested a 
compromise on the basis of Russia pay- 
ing Japan for Sakhalin. Russia's final 
answer was communicated to Ambassa- 
dor Meyer, who at once informed the 
president.

Emperor Nicholag has communicated to 
the president, through Ambassador Meyer 
at St. Petersburg, his response to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s latest suggestions. That re- 
Sponse was received by the president to- 
day. Its specific terms are not disclosed. 
it is known, however, that Russia de- 
clines to pay~to Japan an indemnity In 
any amount or In any form. 

Through Mr. Witte, Russia has itndi- 
cated a willingness to reimburse Japan 
for the care of Russian prisoners and 
perhaps to make some concessions regard- 
ing Sakhalin tsland, but he insists that 
not a dollar of indemnity will be paid. 

That Mr. Witte speaks by authority of 
his emperor, there is no room for doubt, 
and it is surmised that the emperor has 
informed the president of the nature ef 
the instructions he has given his repre- 
sentatives at Portsmouth. 

Whether the decision of the Russian 
emperor will destroy the remaining pros- 
pects of an agreement of any sort be- 
tween representatives of Russia and Ja- 
pan, remains yet to be determined. The 
crisis, as fndicated in the dispatches Jast 
night, probably will be reached next Mon- 
day afternoon, to which time the peace 
conference today adjourned.

WET AUGUST IN MISSISSIPPL 
Storms Have Wrought Damage to 
Growing Crops. 

Jackson, Miss., August 26.—(Special)— 
A thunderstorm of unusual violence 
passed over Jackson shortly before dark 
last evening and caused much appre- 
hension among citizens, owing to the 
high wind, but fortunately no damage 
of consequence was inuicted. A few 
trees, fences and dilapidated outhouses 
were blown down, signs unloosened, and 
windows broken, and the wind was fol- 
lowed by a heavy downpour of rain 
lasting nearly an hour, during which 
the precipitation was approximately 1.25 

inches. 

Reports from up the Pearl river val- 
ley state that the storm was very vio- 
lent in that section and caused consid- 
erable injury to growing crops. 

The month of August usually means 
a prevalence of drouths in Mississippi, 
but this month the rainfall has been 
in excess of the July record, while the 
temperature showing for the month wal 
range considerably above the normal.

Democracy has been called the high- 
est form of modern government, in 
which case it should be harmonious 
with ‘al¥ that pertains to higher civil:za- 
tion. It should be elevating in its every 
tendency and the leaders of its princi- 
ples. whether in national, state or evén 
loca] government, drag down the stand- 
ards of their boasted republic when 
they assume the duplex att.tude of ask- 
ing for leadership, and at the same time 
fee} it necessary to plead their cause 
in language and anecdotes which the 
intelligent plowboy should resent as un- 
worthy of the man who is to represent 
his commonwealth and lead him and his 
people to better conditions.

It is 
like grace and beauty, that which begets 
liking and an inclination to love one 
another at the first sight, and in the very 
beginning of acquaintance; consequent- 
ly, that which first epeng. the door and 
intromits us to instruct ourselves by the 
example of others, and to give examples 
ourselves, if we have any worth taking 
notice af and communicating.”’

Ryan’s City Home, 

When business downtown ig over, Ryan 
goes leisurely up to his house at Fifth 
avenue and Twelfth street.

People of new millions do not 
usually stop at Fifth avenue and Twelfth 
street. Fifth avenue above Fifty-ninth 
street is their stamping ground. These 
quiet few blocks just above Washington 
square are of the Fifth avenhe of many 
years ago, a little space passed over by 
trade. where remain only the ultra con- 
servative and tenacious old New Yora- 
ers.

the pure native air of 
Thomas F. Ryan has a similar devotion 
for the mountains of Virginia, his boy- 
hood’s home, where nature has done all 
she can ever do in the way of scenic 
beauty, and where thus far, at least, the 
noisy part of the human race has not 
come to break the almost worshipful 
quiet. Here he has a farm, some hun- 
drede of acres, with a plain old-fashioned 
colonial house, but for short periods of 
repose it ig too gemote from Nassau 
street. He wants to be near his job, 

Seeking, therefore, in the. environs of 
New York for a suitable resting place, 
he hit upon the ‘country surrounding 
Suffern, in New York state, just over the 
Jersey border, and he purchased a tract 
of land and equipped it with everything 
that a good farm ought to have. It is 
not a Biltmore. Ryan is too goou a farm- 
er for that, and he was in quest of peace, 
not trouble. Thére is a big farm house 
and big barns, and broad acres, and 
wood lands, and the great quiet and 
strength and restfulness of the moun- 
tains. 

It was the nearest approach to the 
Virginia country that he could find within 
easy reach of New York, and that is a 
strong point with Ryan, for, like a lot of 
“Imported New Yorkers,” he considers 
the metropolis merely a counting house. 
Home, to him, is and always has been in 
the Virginia hYls. He makes m@ney any-~ 
where, everywhere, but he votes in Vir- 
ginia, and tf he has an option on that as 
he has on most things !t is in the uplands 
of Nelson county he will die when his 
time comes. 

The Suffern place he calls ‘““Montebello” 
and it commands as fine a view of moun- 
tain scenery as is to be found anywhere 
In the Ramapos. Senator Ives owned the 
place once, but sold it to a lace manu- 
facturer from New York, who killed 
himself there. Mr. Ryan, after buying 
it, tore down the house and built one to 
suit himself. He stone-walled the whole 
place, made a lake and constructed the 
finest ironed roads. He has a compe- 
tent farm manager and the best of Hol- 
stein cattle, and the farm is run on as 
sound business principles as if he had a 
living to make off it
